In one se: se this 
is unfortunate, yet it is quite in 
keeping with the events of the first 
Christmas time, when Jesus and his 
parents were obliged to flee for their 
lives. 

The eternal conflict is still going 
on and with ever increasing intensity.

severe Anti-Christian Movement. 
Many Christians lost their lives for 
their Faith. Those who thus suffered 
included both Chinese and foreigners. 
Our hearts are saddened as we recall 
the dark days of 1900 and the after 
effect upon the nation. 


At the present time the Anti- 
Christian Movement is spreading all 
over the country. Christianity is 
charged with all sorts of crimes. 
Anything it does is regarded as 
harmful to China’s best interests, 
Many are beginning to hate and to 
despise us and are determined to, put 
an end to Christianity. 


There is, however, a great difference 
between these two attacks. The former 
was due largely to ignorance of Chris- 
tianity; the latter is based on some 
knowledge of it. The Boxer outbreak 
was led by the conservative and 
ignorant; the present attack by the 
educated and intelligent classes. 


Mere is no New Thing Under The 
Sun. 


Opposition to Jesus Christ is not 
new. He was opposed by men of his 
own time. His own life was taken. 


Persecution of Christians is not new. 
The history of the Christian Church 
is full of evidences of such conflict. 


Charges brought forward against 
the Christian religion are not new. 
Many of the charges to-day are old 
and an importation from the West. 


Christians need not, however, be 
alarmed or dismayed. Many criticize 
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the moon for its defects but the moon a 


shines still. 


‘Trace the Rainbow Through the Rain.“ 


While some have had their faith 
weakened and lost their love as a 
result of the present Anti-Christian 
propaganda yet in the main this 
propaganda is a blessing in disguise. 

It is delivering many of us from 
self-oomplacency in imagining that 
we have all that is surest and best 
while others are heading toward 
destruction and darkness. 


It is purifying much of our thinking. 
There can be no organization in the 
world, not éven organized Christianity, 
that is entirely perfect. Hence the 
Christian Church needed a Luther or 
a Wesley to effect a reformation, 
The present Anti-Christian Movement 
may be an instrument in the hand of 
Gad for the correction of his children. 
It is helping us seek the tue picture 
of Jesus Christ in place of one which 
may have been distorted and defaced 
by traditions, rituals, dogmatic state- 
ments, ete. 


Concentrated Attack 


The Anti-Christian Movement is 
not an organization but a movement. 
It has no one at its head and no 
organization to «direct its work. Its 
attack on Christianity, therefore, is 
varied and somewhat confusing. Of 
late it is becoming more definite, con- 
crete and concentrated. Christian 
education seems to be the central 
point of attack and Christmas the 
appointed time. 


The attack so far is of an intellectual 
character but when the ignorant 
ntasxses join hands with the endueated 
there is no telling what may happen. 
Christians are called forth to watch 
arid pray for spiritual preparedness so 
as to enable us to stand firm no 
matter what eventuality overtakes us. 


Facing the Foe 


There are at least three classes of 
people in the Anti-Christian Move- 
ment. They need to be met in three 
differert ways. ‘There are those who 
are prejudiced, who ri 
Christians do, whether it is good, ba 
or indifferent. Such persons should 
simply be ignored. Argument with 
them can serve no good purpose.

of misunderstanding, ‘such as Chris- 


tianity’s seeming connection with 
foréign political aggression. To such 
people an explanation of the true facts 
should be patiently given. 


There are those who aré séeking 
after truth. Such persons have often 
laid their finger on the weak spots of 
the Christien religion. To these 


friends we should be grateful for 


helping the Church to turn over a new 
leaf, 


Hoanded on the Rock”? 


It is not enough to know bow to 


meet the opposition. We must Be 
true to our religious convictions. To 
a Christian his religion is a matter of 
life and death importance. 

Have faith in God. Christianity is 
founded on a rock. No anti-religious 
storm, however strong, can shake it. 

Be true to Christ. Do not desert 
Him as did His disciples of old at a 
time when they were needed. 

Show forth the spirit of Christ in 
meeting the opposing foe. Let us 
strengthen our spiritual life and let 
the world know how sourageous we 
Christians are. 


Dr. Hu’s Word of Advice 


At a dinner party given in honor of 
Hu Hsih-chih by a group of Shan, hai 
Christians, the doctor spoke ana in 
his address advised those present to 
be true to their convictions and not to 
court popularity by making com- 
promises. 

Such advice should be given to all 
Christians, especially at a time of 
testing like the present. The Anti-

purpose; Christians likewise should be 
active but for a constructive program.

Polycarp, the Second Century saint 
and martyr, before he laid down his

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‘COMMITTEE ON RETREATS 
AND EVANGELISM. 


The function of this committee is to 
assist in the deepening of the spiritual 
life of the Christians and in the 
preaching of the blessed Gospel of our 
Savior to non-Christians. Two move- 
ments are greatly affecting this work. 
Whether they will help or hinder 
depands on how the Christians of 
China meet their challenge. 

The first of these influences is that 
of treaty revision, bringing with it 
tariff autonomy, the probable deletion 
of the toleration clauses and the 
pos-ible abolition of extrality. ‘Tariff 
autonomy will so increase the cost of 
doing Christian work as to create 
serious financial difficulties and 
perhaps require retrenchment at 
many places. Treaty revision will 


also doubtless present problems of 


administration and relationship not 
easy to solve, The loss of influence by 
missionaries may make many Chris- 
tians more tamid just as it may 
the opponents of Chris- 
ng ‘ty to make a bolder attack. 

ane second influence is that of the 
Anti-Chriatian movement. Doubtless 
all of you have seen some of their 
literature and are familar with their 
Program as outlined in the 7th national 
convention of the National Students’ 
Union. They declare that Chinese 
stadents as a body have gradually 
Come to recognize the evils of Christ- 
ianity and to realize that Christianity 
if an instrument of the ruling class 
used to oppress the class to be rul

Much of the literature of the oppo- 

nents of Christianity has been filled 
with attacks on Christians and on 
churches, accusing them of taking part 
in illegal lawsuits’’ and other 
unlawful activities. 


They judge Christ and Christianity 
by Christians and the Church. We 
must insist that Christ bs judged by 
His own life and teachings, and we 
must rigidly apply His standard to 
ourselves and ourchurches. Retreate 
wherein small groups go apart for 
Bible study and for prayer, offer a 
most valuable opportunity for a real 
study to see how far the accusations 
of the Anti-Christian movement are 
justified. These quiet unhurtied 
hours together furnish a fine atmos 
phere in whieh to seek a sotution of 
the intricate problems of thie transi- 


tion stage in the church’s life. The 


Committee, therefore, earnestly urges 
groups in a city, a mission ora local 
church to take time to go apart and 
before God to face the deeper issues of 
our life and work. 


A pamphlet in Chinese and English 
on the holding of retreats, givin 
suggestions as to what has been foun 
helpful in many places can be secured 
Let us 
take time to be holy and walk with 
our God. 


Another important part of our work 
should be the holding of evang-listic 
meetings the purpose of which is to 
strengthen the spiritual life of those 
those who have already joined the 
church. Retreats can reach but a 
small part of the Christian com- 
munity. Not a few centers of Christ 
ian work have found the holding of 
revival meetings, especially union 
meetings, of great benefit in the 
deepening of the life of the whole 


body of Christians. Many have been 


those who have thus been brought 
back into communion with the Master 
and given a fresh impulse to live for 
Him. It is hoped that many such 
meetings may be held during the next 


few months. Bible. study, family 


prayer, and personal work are 
amongst those things without which 
Christians cannot grow into the 
measure of the atature of the fulness 
of Christ. 


Without a forward movement in. 
church cannot 


evatgelism the 
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adequately meet the challenge of 
today. It will not beeasy, At many 
places the Anti-Christian movement 
may cause disturbances during 
evangelistic meetings. These may 
interrupt the preaching of the Gospel 
of Christ but will furnish a very fine 
opportunity for the showing of the 
spirit of Christ. This may in the 
long run prove an even more effective 
way of witnessing for Christ than has 
been the preaching of the past. 


The committee, believing that the 
present situation calis for no defence 
save an advance, has prepared litera- 
ture to be used during the week of 
Evangelism. See pages 20 & 21 of this 
Bulletin. These are prepared to meet 
the challenge of the Anti-Christian 
movement by presenting the necessity 
of religion in the life of man and the 
Christian relizion as the hope of the 
individual and society. It is sincerely- 
hoped that all Christian workers in 
China will prayerfully prepare to 
make this week the occasion of a very 
real forward movement for the church 
in China. Is it impossible for every 
chapel in the whole country to have 
meetings for eight nights during the 
first two weeks of the Chinese New 
Year? May we not all work for this? 


Not only during the Chinese New 
Year is there a need for widespread 
evangelism, but throughout the entire 
year. Some believe that less of it is 
being done now than in the past, 
whereas there is need for more of this 
type of work than ever before. The 
Committee on Retreats and Evangelism 
wishes to be of service to all 
evangelists, not only in the city but 
in the small towns and country 
villages, as they give their lives to 
this important service. 


We are workers together with God. 
Let us do our part well during these 
important days.

CHRISTIANITY AND THE 
TREATIES. 


ln view of the wiie-pread interest 
in the Conference o Extraterritori- 


ality which is called} to meet in

Peking on December 18th ‘and the 
vital bearing of such decisions as may 
be reached at the conference upon the 
future of Christian work in China, a 
large part of this issue of the Bulletin 
is devoted to the above subject. 


During the past few weeks the 
National Christian Council has 
received many letters reporting 
meetings held and actions taken by 
missionary organizations in Great 
Britain, America and China. Some 
have requested that wide publicity be 
given to their resolutions. Others 
have gone farther and have urged the 
National Christian Council itself to 
take a definite stand in regard to 
these matters and to issue a statement 
on bebalf of its constituency to the 
effect that the Protestant Christian 
Churches in China and their members, 
both Chinese and foreign, do not 
desire to form the subject of any 
international agreement and, there- 
fore, do not desire the inclusion of 
‘toleration clauses’ in the revised 


treaties, nor to be vested with other 


rights than those ordinarily accorded 
to aliens by internationa! law. 


The Council has not seen its way 


clear, however, to issue such a state- 


ment as is desired since it is aware 


that the missionary body ‘is not of 


one mind as to what is the right 


position for the missions ‘or for 
individual missionaries to take in 
regard to these matters; nor has it 
any adequate information in regard 


to the general opinion of Chinese 


Obristians on the subject. 


The November N.C.C. Bulletin, on 


page 3, reports the action of. the 
Executive Committee in dealing with 
a resolution of the North China 
Council of the Kung Li Hui which 
includes missionaries of the American 
Board Mission and representatives of 
the Chinese Church. That resolution, 
passed in the spring requested the 
Council to approach the responsible 
representatives of the foreign govern- 
ments asking for the abolition of all 
unequal treaties in order that the 
grounds for the criticisms of the 
Chinese Church as being dependent 
upon Western nations may be done 
away with and that Western nations 
may deal with China on the same 
basis as with each other.” The Ex- 
ecutive Committee was unanimous in 
feeling that it could not accede to 


— 


this request and also that it was not 
in a position to recommend to its 


constituency what attitude they as 


Christian organizations ought to 
take. 


Again, at a meeting on December 
Ist the Executive Committee, for the 
same reason, declined to adopt certain 
recommendations of its own Standing 
Committee on International Relations 
although these resolutions were in 
line with, if not actually based upon 
resolutions adopted by the leading 
Missionary Societies in Great Britain 
(See cablegram to North China 
Daily News” reported below) and by 
an influential though unofficial con- 
ference of 86 representatives of 37 
different Missionary Societies of 
North America, and by several of the 
larger Missionary Societies in China. 


The National Christian Council is 
fully conscious of the complex nature 
of the questions being raised, and that 
missionaries of equal consecration 
and love for the Chinese and Chinese 
Christians themselves are not agreed 
as to what action should be taken by 
the Missionary Societies. The Council 
has accordingly taken the position 
that its largest service would be ren- 
dered by serving its constituency in 
these matters as a clearing house of 
information and by reporting the 


- actions of missionary organizations 


and the opinions of Christian work- 
ers and of individuals who have om 
us their opinions. 


Two letters have been sent to the 
Bishops, Superintendents and Secre- 
taries of the Missions in China, as far 
as they are known to us, along with 
the information that has been re- 
ported to us. The Council has 
endeavoured to bring this whole 
subject to the attention of the re- 
sponsible mission and church autho- 
rities and to give them the benefit of 
knowing what action, if any, their 
fellow-missionaries and Chinese Chris- 
tians are taking. The Council has 
been equally concerned to give publi- 
city to opinions opposing any change 
in the existing status of missionaries 
under the treaties as it has to report 
actions favoring a change. It has 
sent out the resolutions and opinions 
of those who have written us. | 


The Council has ventured to sug- 


gest that action taken by any civen ; 
mission might with advantage be 
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reported to the representatives of the 
nation concerned as has been done by 
the Conferences of Missionary Societies 
abroad, as well as to the Society and 
the National Christian Council. This 
applies, of course, equally to actions 
in favor of, or against, any change in 
the present status of missionaries. 


There can be no doubt as to the 
importance of the issues involved. 
They concern the personal safety of 
missionaries ; the privilege of mission- 
ary travel and residence in the interior 
for the sake of propagating the Chris- 
tian faith and the Christian way of 
life; the safeguarding for Christian 
purposes of mission property. They 
concern also, and to an even 
greater extent, the growing communi- 
ties of Chinese Christians. ‘Their 
personal safety; their freedom of re- 
ligious belief; of determining, if they 
are prepared to pay for the privilege, 
the kind of school to which they send 
their children; the safety of the 
tenure of their church and echool 
property, etc., will be, to some extent 
ee at least, affected by whatever changes 
may take place. 


The Council accordingly believes 
) these questions to be worthy of the 
( thought and prayer of missionaries 
and of Christians generally. The 
future of Christianity cannot but be 
profoundly affected either by the con- 
tinuance of the status quo or by deci- 
| sions whieh may remove such special 

| 


privileges” as the treaties have afford- 
ed in the past. 


We shall continue to serve you by 
keeping the secretaries of missions 
informed in regard to the actions of 
the missionary bodies as they are 
reported to us. It is probable that 
these questions will form one of the 
items of the agenda of the conference 
with Dr. Mott, January 5-7. The 
Council will welcome information as 

* to the attitude of your mission or 
Church in regard to these matters.

« §$OCIETIES ABROAD. 


‘Conference of Missionary Socie- 
ties in Great Britain and Ireland. 


‘Resolutions passed by Standing Com- 
mittes at its meeting on October Ith, 
161986 re situation in China, 


1. The Standing Committee, having 


considered the present situation in 


China, more particularly with re- 
ference to the existing treaties between 
Great Britain and China, and having 
had before it the report of an informal 
conference of representatives of mis- 
Bionary. societies held on October 5th 
and 6th, and believing it to be 
advisable that the attitade of the 
missionary societies in these matters, 
in so far as they may find themselves 
in agreement with one another, should 
be made known to all concerned, re- 
solves to submit to the missionary 
societies the following resolutions, 
Nos. 2 and 8, and to enquire whether 
they are prepared to associate them- 
selves with a declaration in these 
terms. 


2. The undernamed British Mis- 
sionary Societies working in China 
wish to make it known that they do 
not desire that the legal rights of 
their missions and missionaries in 
China should in future rest upon 
existing treaties between Great Britain 
and China, and in particular upon 
the so-called toleration clauses in 
these treaties dealing specifically with 
missionary work, and they desire 
that their future legal rights and 
liberties should be those freely 
accorded to them by China as 3 
Sovereign Power and mutually agreed 
upon in equal conference between 
China and other nations. 


3. The undernamed British Mis- 
sionary Societies note with satisfaction 
the announcement of Hie Majesty's 
Government of their readiness to 
join in steps towards a comprehensive 
revision of existing treaties between 
Great Britain and China. So far as 
the interests of missions ‘and mis- 
sionaries are concerned they’ would 
welcome the abolition of the present 
articles relating to extraterritoriality, 
and the substitution for them of such 
provisions for the administration of 
justice and the protection of the life 
and property of British nationals as 
may be mutually agreed upon in 
equal conference between China, 


Great Britain and other powers, 
4. The Standing Committee appoint 


the following: to be a Committee to 
obtain full information as to all that 
is involved for missionary interests 


in China, with due regard’ to the 


Chinese Christian point of view, ard 

to consult with other bodies, so that 

at the right time the Societies may 

be able to present together in the 

appropriate way, such considerations 

as they may desire to put forward.

Covering Letter Sent by Mr. 
Kenneth Maclennan, Secretary, 
to the Missionary Societies.

My dear Sir: 


As you know the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Conference of Missionary 
Societies have been giving serious 
consideration to the present situation 
in China, and have adopted a series 
of resolutions suggested by an inform- 
al conference of secretaries and other 
representatives of British Missionary 
Societies working there. A copy of 
these resolutions is enclosed. 


You will see that the Committee 
suggest common action by the Mis- 
sionary Societies with reference to 
their attitude to the revision of the 
Treaties. Chinese in all parts of 
China, and Chinese Christians in 
particular, are asking earnestly what 
is the attitude of Mission Boards on 
these questions. It is presented by 
them as a challenging moral issue 
which they feel we ought not to evade. 


You are thoroughly familiar with 
developments in China and it is un- 
necessary to dwell on the facts which 
have led to the Standing Committee’s 
decision to suggest joint action by the 
Boards in the manner suggested in 
the resolutions. Your special atten- 
tion is however drawn to the agree- 
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ment come to between China and the 
Powers at the Washington Disarma- 
ment Conference and the important 


declarations recently made by Mr. 


Baldwin and Mr. Chamberlain that 
Great Britain is ready to enter upon a 
study of the Treaties with China with 
a vrew to meeting so far as possible 
the wishes of the Chinese Govern- 
ment and the Chinese people with 
regard to their revision. The Inter- 
national Conference to consider the 
revision meets in Pekin on December 
18th. An Appendix hereto gives the 
relevant clauses of the Washington 
Conference and the declaration made 
by Mr. Baldwin and Mr. Chamberlain. 


The Washington Disarmament 
Conference laid definite plans for the 
examination of certain aspects of the 
position of foreigners in China and 
it is now almost certain that the 
terms of reference to the Pekin Con- 
ference, which mects on 18th Decem- 
ber, will be widened to include all 
questions which bear on the status of 
foreigners in China. The ‘British 
delegates to the Conference will doubt- 
less wish to be in possession of the 
views of British Missionary Societies 
and it would be of the greatest possible 
help if a general statement of our 
position could be made public as soon 
as possible. This would tend to im- 
prove the atmosphere in which the 
re-consideration of the treaties takes 
place and would give real relief to our 
Chinese Christian brethren whose 
position is at present extremely diffi- 
cult. Some of the American Societies 
have already given definite expression 
to their views and it would be well to 
prevent any assumption in China that 
the British Societies are not as 
favourable as Americans to the revi- 
sion of the Treaties to which our 
respective Governments are so defini- 
tely committed. 


It seems clear that the British 


Missionary Societies cannot be silent 
at the moment without prejadicing 
their position with the Chinese who 
will be certain to misunderstand and 
misrepresent silence. 


The existing Treaties give the. mis- 
sionaries special privileges, enabling 
them to reside and carry on work in 
the interior where other foreigners 
have no such rights, and Missionary 


Societies are privileged to hold pro- 


perty for purposes connected with 


> 


their work. These rights have been 
secured by. treaties which the Chinese 
regard as “unequal,” and the Stand- 
ing Committee, without passing any 


judgment on the past, believes that. 


Missionary Societies should endorse 
the case for revision 80 frankly ad- 
mitted by our own Government, 


The special privileges referred to 


concern missionaries and Missionary: 


Societies only, but these are also 
affected by extraterritoriality which 
confers on all foreigners the right to 
be sued in their own Courts. The 
Pekin Conference will enquire into 
the extent to which Chinese law in 
theory and practice has been brought 
to the point where those rights can be 
waived by foreigners. resident in 
China. As far as our information 
goes no responsible public man— 
Chinese or Foreign—has proposed to 
abolish extra-territoriality right way 
leaving nothing in its place. It may 
be assumed that proposals will be 
made by our own Government ade- 
quate to meet the case. 


It seems to the Standing Cotainittes 
that with regard to the Toleration 
Clauses’’ as well as to extra-territor- 
iality’’ it is wise to make clear as 
speedily as possible that the Mission- 
ary Societies do not make any claim 
to maintain the present position but 
would prefer that suitable provisions 
should be made to cover the interests 
of foreigners in China in a Conference 
in which China sits as an eqtial. 


The Standing Committee do not 
believe that the decisions of the Pekin 
Conference are likely to involve any 
curtailment of missionary work, but 
they may mean that the Missionary 
Societies will be related in an.entirely 
different way to the people of China. 
They are likely to be more weleome 
as the guests of the Chinese people if 
any suggestion of missionary depen- 
dence upon foreign political influence 
is removed. Much indeed may 
depend on a wise and;generous gesture 
at this time. Gorm 


Ot course there are risks { in taking 
any course, but it would seem to the 
Standing Committee that the mission- 
ary Societies cannot take up an 


attitude less favourable to revision 


than that adopted by the Washington 


Disarmament Conference and support- 


ed in regent speeches by Mr. Baldwin

and Mr. Chamberlain while the action 
taken by American Missjonary S8ocie- 
ties can hardly be disregarded. 


The rapidly changing conditions in 
China make any action peculiarly 
dificult but the Standing Committee 
venture to express the hope that, re- 
solutions in similar terms to those 
suggested may be passed by all the 
Societies working in China with a 
view to securing a united expression 
of opinion. While the 
Committee have prepared and for- 


warded the accompanying resolutions | 


in order to secure if possible common 
action it is of course unnecessary that 
the precise from of wording should 
be adhered to. But I eg that 
the resolutions were framed © an 
informal meeting attended * 750 
taries and other representatives of So- 
cieties working in China, and express 
the common view then arrived at after 
most careful and prolonged considera- 
tion,.and as above mentioned, have 
been unanimously adopted by the 
Standing Committee for transmission 
to the Boards. 


It is unnecessary to urge how 
important it is to take action with 
the least possible delay. Any deoie- 
ions ought to be made known as 
early as possible before 18th Dec- 
ember, and I shall be glad to know 
how soon the matter can be consider- 
ed by your Board. You will doubt- 
less let mp know at once what decision 
they have come to after it has been 
before them. If there was time 
Societies might desire to consult with 
their representatives in the field but 
unfortunately such a consultation is 
hardly feasible before the Pekin Con- 
ference meets. The Standing Com- 
mittee, therefore, venture to express 


the ‘hope that in view of the ex- 


igencies of time the Boards may 
58 to take decisions now.

‘passed by the Standing Committee a 


epecial sub-committee has been 
appointed to give earnest attention to 
the collection of information with a 
view to the preparation of a special

In 
this memorandum, it. is proposed to 


set forth what is regarded as the con-

British missionary so ieties which 
work in China have been following 
recent events with close concern. 
The Standing Committee of the Con- 
fetence (of these societies) have just 
sent a letter to the Chinese Minister 
in London ‘stating that the Societies 
welcome the action taken by His 
Majesty’s Government in entering 
upon a comprehensive revision of the 
treaties which now regulate the posi- 
tion of foreigners in China. 
The Committee informs his Ex- 
eellency that the leading missionary 
societies in China have passed resolu- 
tions expressing their desire that 
future rights and liberties, instead of 
depending upon the existing treaties 
between China and Great Britain, 
should be freely accorded by Chima as 
4 sovereign power and mutually 
upon in equal conference 
between Great Britain and China. 


The Committee have taken steps to 
make their views known to his 
Majesty’s Government and the hope 
is expressed that the outcome of the 
now forthcoming Conference (on ex- 
traterritoriality) will serve the

On December 2, 1925, Rev. C. G. 
Sparham received tbe following 
actions taken by the Directors of the 
London Missionary Society. 

The Directors of the Lond 

Missionary Society wish to make i 
known that they do not desire that 


the legal rights of their mission and 
missionaries in China should in 
future rest upon existing treaties 
between Great Britain and China, and 
in particular upon the so-called 
toleration clauses in these treaties 
dealing specifically with missionary 
work, and they desire that their 
future legal rights and liberties 
should be those frecly aecorded to 
them by China as a Sovereign Power 
and mutually agreed upon in equal 
conference between China and other 
nations. 


The Directors of the London 
Missionary Society note with satisfac- 
tion the announcement of His 
Majesty's Government of their readi- 
ness to join in steps towards a 
comprehensive revision of existing 
treaties between Great Britain and 
China. 80 far as the interests of 
missions and missionaries are con- 
cerned they would welcome the aboli- 
tion of the present articles relating to 
extraterritorislity, and the sub-titu- 
tien for them. of such provisions for 
the administration of justice and the 
protection of the life and preperty of 


British nationals as may be mutually 


upon in equal Conference

The Shanghai incident ot May 80 
which was the immediate occasion 5 
the nation-wide spirit of protest 
against the present status of China in 
her relations to other nations, is only 
symtomatic of, deep-rooted . trouble.

‘“unequal. treaties,” under which for 
many decades foreigners. in China 
have enjoyed certain privileges and 


rights which infringe on her ins 
dependence and sovereignty. In 


particular, the Chinese are protesting 
against a further continuance of 
extraterritorialitxy and of foreign 
control of customs duties. Whatever 
may have been the justification i in the 
past, it seems Clear that the time has 
now come when changed conditions 
require all who accept the principle 
f the. Golden Rule to sympathize

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The system ‘of extraterritorial 
„ under which foreigners 
China are not subject to Chinese

nations, requires thorough recon - 
sideration in a day When it bas been 
given up in all other nations and 
when China has made a hopeful 
beginning in the development of a 
modern judicial system. The United 
States, Great Britain and Japan 
agreed by treaty some twenty years 
ago that they are prepared to 
relingtiish extraterritorial rights 
when satisfied that the state of the 
Chinese laws and the arrangement 
for their administration and other 
considerations warrant them in 80 
doing.“ These pledges were renewed 
at the time of the Washington Con- 
ference in 1922. The fact that 
Germany and Austria were forced to 
give up extraterritorial rights in 
China as a result of the World War, 
d that Russia also has renounced 
i; calls further attention to the 
anachronism of the present zit uation. 


Responsible Chinese leaders deolare 
that. it is the intention of their 
government, if extraterritoriality is 
definitely relinquished, to employ 
expert jurists from fo countries 
us jndves or assessors cases in- 
volving foreigners, eber in the 
regular courts or in special tribunals 
established for this purpose. Spdkes- 
men for the Chinese declare that such 
tribunals will be continued over a 
period of years, until the progress in 
judicial procedure has been such as to 
create full confidence in the equity of 
Chinese laws and the efficiency of 
their administration- In this way 
security of foreign interests could be 
reasonably assured. In any case, the 
best assurance is the goodwill and the 
friendship of the Chinese people; an 
asset which would be richly increased 
by a new policy of friendly dealing 
with China by the other nations. 

The continued control of the 
Chinese tariff by foreign powers is 
equally difficult to justify on any 
Christian grounds. The present sys- 


tem, however satisfactory at the 


beginning, by which import duties 
are limited to five per cent. ad valorem, 
while other nations tax Chinese goods 
even as high as one hundred per cent., 
now obviously denies the principle of 
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mutuality and fairness. The Chinese, 
asa result, are no longer content with 
a mere revision of the castoms 
schedule, as proposed by the Wash - 
ington Conference in 1922; they are 
demanding complete tariff autonomy. 
Here also, however, Chinese leaders 
declare themselves ready to retain 
foreign experts in the administration 
of the customs service, and to consider 
other practicable adjustments, if once 
the principle of tariff autonomy is 
specifically agreed upon. 


The rectifying of these two in- 
equalities in the relations of the other 
nations with China, and the new 
dignity which she would thereby; 
attain, would be a great stimulus to 
the Chinese to bring about the needed 
internal reforms for which patriotic 
Chinese are now working under 
severe handicaps. 


We Bejoice to learn that, in response 
to the requests of China, the Govern- 
ments concerned ha ve agreed to hold 
in China during the present autumn 
two conferences to, consider these 
problems. The time is therefore 
opportune for all who desire to see a 


new policy in the relations of the 


nations with China to express their 
judgnients and their hopes. America 
ehould make it clear that, in keeping 
with her historic policy, she proposes 
to make justice and friendship par- 
amount in all her dealings with China, 


An attitude of true friendliness 
toward China must include thorough 
respect for the Chinese people, free 
from any taint of condescension or 

racial pride. It involves also a desire 
on our part to help China to attain to 
a position of genuine freedom and 
equality in the family of nations. 
The Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America, there- 
fore, urges all Christian people to join 
in creating a publie opinion which 
will stand unequivocally for the 
abolition of extraterritoriality, will 
favor the restoration of tariff autonomy 
to China, and will invite the Chinese 
government and people to cooperate 
in working ont as promptly as 
possible practicable programs for 
securing these and other ne 
changes. he 

We believe that our 8 
should act in concert with the other 


nations, and use its full influence to

that end; if, however, international 
agreement should prove impossibte, 
we urge our government to act in- 
dependently in securing full justice 
between the United States and China.

OPINIONS OF INDIVIDUAL. 
BOARD SECRETARIES: 


R. E. Diffendorfer, Secretary, Board 
of Foreign Miasions of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, North, at the Hauen 
Conference spoke as follows: 


Having considered all that is in- 
volved, I am ready to state that I 
shall recommend to my board at its 
next annual meeting that the United 
States government take the lead in 


the abolishing of extrality, and then 


ask that notice be given our =xission- 
aries that those of them who cannot 
live among the people under these 


conditions, it would be better for 
them to return to America. The 


reason I feel this so keenly is because 
I think the time has come when the 
so-called treaty powers need to divegt 
themeelves of the traditional handling 
of this question, and that with a/ bit 


of imagination see that there is „ 
new day upon us and a new attitude 


that must be met. I hope that 1 
personally, and all the missionaries 
of the Methodist Episcopal Chureb, 
both here and yonder, as well as the 
rest of us, will see to it that the point 
of view that it is in our power and 
right to deliver to the Chinese just as 
much as we want to deliver to them 
is a point of view that must soand go 
forever. 


William I. Haven, General Secretary, 
‘American Bible Society: 


Whatever has been the nature of 
treaties in the past, treaties if they 
were made now would not rest on 
force. No power is ready today to 
attempt to force China, especially in 
these matters. Would it not there- 
fore, be perfectly proper for the Chin- 
ese Government freely to enter into a 
reciprocal engagement with countries 
like the United States to protect 
religious freedom? Please note that 
If they did, what 
would be the harm of having religious 
liberty a part of a mutual treaty? 
The American Bible Society cabled 


— — — 
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the peace Congress at Versailles, 
threugh President Wilson, urging 
him to secure if possible some action 
as an outcome of the terrific world 
upheaval affirming universal religious 
freedom. Two or three books on the 
Peace Congress that are easily avail- 
able will show that the matter was 
before them. Certain governments 
that I need not name gqiiietly wrote 
‘requiescat’ over any such action. 
The world would have been a great 
deal better off, in my judgment, if 
that had been a part of the outcome 


rather than some other things that 


were a part of the outcome.

I 
have not finished reading his paper 
vet, but in the past it has seemed to 
me that a strong case could be made 
aut in behalf of the duty of nations 


beth to declare full religious liberty 


in their own laws and to exert their 
influence to embody the reciprocal 
recognition of religious freedom and 
tolerance in treaty agreements. It is 
true, however, that our treaties witb 
China are not reciprocal in this 
respect, as they arein the case of Siam. 
I do not see why they could not be 
made so, however. The language in 


the Treaty with Siam is very interest- 


ing. Article | of the Treaty between 


the United States and Siam, revising: 


preceding treaties, signed at ‘Washing- 


ton, December 16, 1920, reads as 


follows: 
‘There shall be constant peace and 
perpetual friendship between the 


United States of America and ‘the 


Kingdom of Siam. The citizens or 
subjects of each of the High Con- 
tract ing Parties shall have liberty to 


enter, travel and reside in the ter- 


ritories of the other, to carry on 
trade, wholesale and retail, to engage 


in religious, educational and chari- 
table work, 


houses and shops, to employ agents of 


their choice, to lease land for residen - 
tial, commercial ,religious and chari- 


to own or lease and 
occupy houses,’ manufactories, ware- 


table purposes and for use as 
cemeteries, and generally to do 
anything incident to or necessary, 
for trade upon the same terms as 
native citizens or subjects, submitting 
themselves to the laws and sogula- 
tions there established.’ 


The citizens and subjects of both 
the High Contracting Parties shall 
enjoy in the territories and possessions 
of the High Contracting Parties entire 
liberty of conscience, and, subject to 
the laws, ordinances and regulations, 
shall enjoy the right of private or 
public exercise of their wor ship.’

problem of revision, and in hearty 
endorsement of the resolutions of the 
Standing Committee of the Conference 
of Missionary Scoietiés of Great Britain 
and Ireland and those of an unofficial 
meeting of officers and members of 
Mission Boards and soeieties of the 
United States and Canada; we members 
of the Peking Miesionary Association 
here assembled, speaking for ourselves 
alone and no other group or locality, 
desire to express to our Home Boards, 
respective Governments, and the 
Christian Church of China, our own 
attitude toward these problems, with 
the reasons therefor, as follows: 


II. First, our whole purpose in 
coming to China and in prosecuting 
our work is to serve God in ‘serving 
China: We are net here to force 
Christianity upon the Chinese people as 


foreign religion, but to share with 
them and ooo te with them in the 
development of the highest spiritual 
values of the Christian faith, to the 
mutual enrichment. of our religious 
life; and also to cooperate with them 
in promoting such forms of educational 
and philanthropic work as will make 
for the largest- public welfare. We 
are committed to no policy or method 
which will not further this aim. 


III. Second, we are in full sym- 
pathy with the efforts of the Chinese 
people to establish true democracy in 
government, in industry and in 
education, and to found a truly indi- 
genous Chinese Christian Church. 
We recognise the difficulties which 
they face in this tremendous task. 
We desire to cooperate in the removal 
of all obstacles, and to further in every 
legitimate way their . endeayors to 
establish a just, and stable government, 
to improve economic conditions 
to secure for the people of China 
the rights and privileges of a free and 
sovereign nation.

The misconception that 
because of these treaties we mis- 
sionaries are government agente, paid 
from government funds, is one I have 
constantly to correct. 1 


Another says, J feel that it is

Vet another writes, ‘Personally 1 
shall be glad to see the day when we-

Of. these a considerable

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leged persons. There is no doubt that 
the old treaties have enabled Christian 
missions to drive a big wedge of 
Christian influence into Chinese 
society and we should be deeply 
grateful to our forbears for opening 
up the road to us; but as we see the 
hurch at the present day in the 
country it is hampered by a mem- 
bership that puts a false reliance on 
the help and preatige of the privileged 
foreigner, and in the cities these 
same privileges have become a target 
for the enemies of the Cburch, 80 
that in both city and country we 
should be better off without them.“ 


A superintendent of one of the 
Lutheran Missions in the interior of 
China writes: 

placing reliance for protection of 
Chinese Christians upon foreign 
Powers may in certain circumstances 
seem beneficial, but in the long run it 
is ‘hurtful to the true progress of 
Christianity in China. In my humble 
opinion’ extraterritoriallity has been 
more of a hindrance than a help. 
Without it, and without the tolera- 
tion ‘clauses the Chinese Church 
might have less organizational 
machinery, but she would have 
enjoyed a healthier growth, and 
would by this time have more 
spiritual power and be in a better 
position to weather oncoming storms. 
The policy of our Mission is to rely 
upon the goodwill of the Chinese 
people for the privilege of earrying 
on our work. Personally 1 cannot 
recall a single instance when I have 
sought the protection of my Govern- 
ment. The unconditional abolition of 
éxtraterritoriality and the toleration 
clauses would very likely endanger our 
property rights, but certainly some way 
could be found to safeguard these 
rights, either along the lines sug- 
gested by Mr. Warnshuis or else by 
indueing the Chinese government to 
commit itself to the preservation of 
the property rights of the Missions. 
As to. the question of the personal 
safety of the missionary, my experi- 
ence is that you can rely upon the 
goodwill of the Chinese people and 
the Chinese authorities. That is what 
we in the interior, far removed from 
the Treaty Ports, have had to do all 
these years. I would not appeal toa 
foreign power to enable me to stay in 


a place and defy the opposition of the 


local population. I would rather 


withdraw for the time being and wait 
for better days.” | 


These quotations undoubtedly re- 
present a large body of missionary 
opinion. The actions of large and 
influential missions which have al- 
ready acted show this even more 
clearly. There are others, however 
who believe that action by the mission- 
ary societies or by missionary associa- 
tions is unwise. Their opposition is 


on a number of different 
grounds. 


Says one, “If the Chinese law 
courts are capable of justice then 
I agree it (the giving up of extrater- 
ritoriality ) would be required by the 


demands of justice, but they are 
not.“ 


_ Another is opposed to the surrender 

of extraterritoriality by missionaries 
because, it would not be possible to 
make discrimination between mis- 
sionaries and merchants, yet, if 
I were a merchant I would not so 
readily agree to the abolition of 
extraterritoriality.”’ 


Abolition,“ says another, “of either 
extraterritoriality or the toleration 
treaty clauses in response to the 
agitation, of China in the year 1925 
would, I am convinced, be a removal 
of one of the principal safeguards to 
that social order in China which has 
been her age-long ideal and which is 
the Christian ideal also.“ 


Still another writes: ‘‘Business 
enterprises would suffer by abolition 
and we are dependent upon business 
men ior a very large part of the 
means by which our work is carried 
on. Our schools and hospitals would 
be affected) I am glad we are not 
subject to Chinese courts under old 
laws.“ 


Another, speaking of the action of 


the Standing Committee of the Con- 
ference of British Missionary Socie- 


ties, said, I think it is a regrettable 
thing that the missionary societies 


should attempt to interfere in the pre- 
sent. negotiations between the powers 
and China. I consider that the policy 
indicated by these resolutions will 
jeopardize the interests and safety of 
all foreigners in China.” 


A letter from Sbentung reads 
“If extrality is abolished and we are 


compelled to pay taxes in accordance 
with the value of our property we 
should have no money with which to 
continue our work. This estimate 
on the amount of taxes was made on 
the basis of taxation lévied by the 
present tuchun of Shantung.”’ | 


The Council has received letters 
from three of the German missions 
situated in different parts of the 
country. Inasmuch as they “lost” 
these special privileges alter the World 
War, their experiences ate of part- 
icular interest. In all three cases it 
is reported that freedom to continue 
to reside and carry on Chrietian work 
in the interior was not interfered with 
in any way. 


One of them says, We have not 
experienced any inconveniences in 
the common way of life, being pre- 
fectly free to move about and meeting 
sometimes even greater respect than 
members of other nations.“ 


A senior missionary of one of 
the German missions in Kwangtung 
writes: I have great pleasure in 
telling you that so far the loss of 
extraterritoriality has not been felt 
asa loss at all by us: On the con- 
trary, we feel very much relieved that 
we no longer enjoy this ‘privilege.’ 


As the Chinese know that we 
no longer are a privileged class of 
foreigners, they show thetnselves 
more considerate than ever and we 
have in no way been taced with any 
special difficuities, nor have we been 
biocked when. trying to buy mission 
property. Quite lately we were quite 
successful when buying two Chinese 
houses in a market place and we 
intend to buy new property also which 
has been offered to us in another 
place. We hope to have baptisms 
at the end of the year at all our 
stations, from which you can see that 
so far the Chinese have full freedom 
to become Clristians, In schools 
also we have not been hampered’ in 
any way, though of course threats have 
been uttered that schools would have 


to be closed if religious instruction 


should be continued.“ 
Certain difficulties are reported in 
one of these German fields, in regard 
to the purchase ol property in the 
name of the mission and one states 
that in a certain city the physisican 


are exercising greater caution. than 
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formerly in admitting to hospital 
patients who are dangerously ill lest 
in the event of death, the physician 
be held responsible even though in 
no wise at fault for the treatment 
given. 


So far as we may judge both by 
the official correspondence which has 
reached us and by the letters from 
individual missionaries the action of 
the Executive Committee of the N.C.C. 
in reporting to the constituency what 
actions are being taken in China and 
abroad by the various mission organ- 
izations is deeply appreciated. Not 
afew individuals have written ex press- 
ing the opinion that the National 
Christian Council should attempt to 
give the Christian forces in China a 
definite lead as to what their attitude 
should be in regard to these matters. 
Others, however, are of the opinion 
that there is not, as yet, sufficient 
unanimity of opinion to make such 
a statement by the National Chris- 
tian Council desirable. 

Still others believe that to deal 
with these matters at all is outside 
the sphere of either the missionary 
societies, the missions and the 
N. C. C. 


NOTES ON EXTRA. 
TERRITORIALITY. 


(By Charles Sumner Lohingier in 
China Mission Year Book, 1924.) 


Origin. Contrary to popular belief, 
extraterritoriality is neither novel 
nor, historically speaking, excep- 
tional. It is in fact the result of a 
legal conception which was once 
nearly, if not quite, universal. For 
whereas jurisdiction is not generally 
territorial it was once almost if not 
quite universally personal. Ancient 
law, in other words operated upon 
individuals wherever they might go 
and was not, as is generally the case 
now, limited by territorial boundaries. 

In China. CHINA. has not been 
different from other nations in this 
regard, though one who studies merely 
the treaties might acquire that 
impression. But extraterritoriality 
existed in China centuries before it 
was mentioned in any treaty and 


probably before China had negotiaied 


any treaties with foreign powers. 
Thus it is said that about 720 A. D. a 
maritime tribunal similar to that of 
the admiral in Europe, including the 
function of deciding cases among 
foreign merchants, existed at one of

the ports of China.! We have already people only. But in an extraterritorial 


noticed the instance of 1687 and the 
importation of the “factory” system 
from India by English merchants 
2 necessarily brought with it English 
laws and officials functioning for the 
„factory.“ In 1884, a full decade 
before the recognition of extra- 
territoriality by any treaty, an 
English Act to Regulate the Trade 
to India and China“ provided that 
the superintendent of British trade in 
China might be empowered by orders 
in council to create a court of law for 
trying offences committed by British 
subjects in Chinese territory. So 
when Caleb Cushing came from 
America to negotiate its first treaty 
with China he found the system of 
extraterritoriality already in existence 
wherever foreigners were located, 
although the treaty of Nanking, signed 
less than two years previously, makes 
no mention of it. 


For the distinguishing feature of 
the treaty of Wanghia was not that it 
originated extraterritoriality—that is 
a popular misconception—but that it 
frankly recognized the system, 
defining and regulating it in specific 
terms. The treaty of Wanghia in 
other words, was a voluntary pact 
between equals. No foroe or coercion 
was employed and no undue advantage 
sought. America received and China 
granted, privileges which other 
nations had long enjoyed but which 
other nations. had long enjoyed but 
which in this instance were hedged 
About by certain restrictions and 
balanced by certain obligations, 


System of Reciprocity. For extrater- 
ritoriality is a system of reciprocity 
and operates with success only when 
dach contracting party observes its 
respective unde: takings. THe nation 
granting it is relieved of all responsi- 
bility for the misdeedg:and disputes 
of the other’s nationals; but this 
responsibility is merely ehifted; it is

country such failure affects also the 
people of that country as well as 
other foreigners who reside there. 
Thus extraterritoriality, like ‘any 
other mutual or contractual ‘relation, 
requires the utmost good faith on the 
part of those adhering toit. Whether 
we like it or not, we who are nationals 
of powers enjoying extraterritoriality, 
have the duty of seeing that, so long 
as it exists, the spirit and purpose of 
the system is «bserved with scrupulods 
care. Criticisms of it arise more often 
from its non-observance and from the 
lack of good faith in carrying out its 
purposes than from inherent defects. 
Each one of us can help to make the 
system less objectionable and more 
workable by recognizing that we have 
an individual—yea a patriotie—duty 
to see that the obligations of our 
respective governments, operating a8 
they must through their nationale are 
carefully and conscientiously observed, 


NEW EDUCATIONAL. . 
REGULATIOMW Ss. 


The Ministry of Education on 
November 16, 1925 promulgated the 
regulations printed below. governing 
the recognition of Educational inatitu- 
tions established by funds contributed 
from foreigners. The translation 
while unofficial in that it was net 
made by the Ministry of Education 
has been approved by the China 
Christian Educational Assooiation and 
is being used by it in communicating 
with the heads of schools and oolleges 
throughout China. 


The importance of these regulations 
will be recognized by all. They are 
reported to be more favorable to 
Christian education than those which 
they replace, and to be the outcome 
of a genuine desire on the part of the 
educational authorities to make a 
definite place for Christian education. 

In judging them it is important to 
recognize that they apply not merely 
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40 schools established by religious 
bodies, but to all s:hools established 
by foreign money. 


Dr. Timothy T. Lew, the President 
of the C. C. E. A. is sending a general 
letter to all heads of Christian institu- 
tions in China giving his interpretation 
of the motives which led to the issuing 
of these regulations and his opinion of 
the attitude Christians should take 
toward them. The January Educa- 
Educational 
Quarterly (in Chinese) issued by the 
C. C. E. A. will give the comments of 
the general secretaries of the Associa- 
tion, Mr. Sanford C. C. Chen and Dr. 
E. W. Wallace, the editors of the 
magazines. The issue of the Review 
will also contain an article on “The 
State and Christian Education in 
India’’ which is of special interest at 
this time as it shows the working of 
the conscience clause“ in govern- 
ment aided schools in India. 


It is understood that a registered 


College may grant diplomas only to 


students from registered middle 
schools so that the importance of a 
thorough discussion of the issues 
raised for secondary as well as higher 
educational institutions is clear. 

In reporting these regulations to 
the secretary of his Board the principal 
t one of the Christian middle schools 
in Peking wrote as follows: 


At is of interest to know that the 
anti-Christian movement is strongly 
opposed to these regulations, and they 
will do all they can to keep the 
Christian Schools from registering, 
inasmuch as they fear that this 
will give these schools government 


“Tt would be a great mistake to 
think that the Christian opportunity 
in our Mission Schools is shrinking 
into nothingness. Notso; A unique 
opportunity lies at our door, greater 
perhaps than any the Church in China 
has known. It lies wholly in the 
ancient appeal to faith in Jesus Christ, 
who is the fulness of ‘the Godhead 
bodily and who makes his own sum- 
mons to the — heart in every 
age. 

Regulations. 
IJ. Official Promulgation. 
Regarding the educational institu- 


‘@ions established by funds contributed 


from foreigners the Ministry has taken 


the position that such institutions 


should receive the same treatment as 
other private institutions established 
in the country. This Ministry has 
taken several actions in the years 
past. On the sixth year of the 
Republic, (1917) we promulgated 
Official Notice Number 8 in which was 
set forth the regulations governing the 
standards and treatment of the institu- 
tions with the rank of technical and 
professional schools and above“ 
established by Chinese and foreigners. 
Again in Official Notice Number 11, 


published in the ninth year of the , 


Republic (1920) it was once more 
stated that educational institutions of 
the rank of professional and technical 
schools and above, if established by 
foreigners should be allowed to report 
to the Ministry and to be treated 
according to the various regulations 
governing technical and professional 
schools or colleges and universities. 
Again in April of the tenth year of 
the Republic (1921) the Ministry 
published the regulations governing 
the registration of middle schools 
established by Christian Churches. 
Such regulations have been officially 
sent to the educational authorities of 
each province of the Republic. 
Recently there has been an increasing 
number of such schools applying to 
the local educational authorities for 
registration. This Ministry deems it 
necessary that there should be a 
revision of the former regulations and 
the promulgation of a uniform set of 
regulations for observance. We hereby 
officially set forth six regulations 
governing the application for recogni- 
tion by educational institutions 
established by funds contributed from 
foreigners. These regulations are now 
explicitly promulgated. From now 
on all the regulations which have 
been promulgated by this Ministry in 
the past regarding this matter are 
hereby declared void, namely: the 
regulations set forth in Official Notice 
Number eight of the sixth year of the 
Republic, Official Notice Number 


eleven of the ninth year of the 


Republic, and the regulations which 
were put into operation in the fourth 
month of the tenth year of the Republic 
concerning the registration of the 


secondary institutions of the Christian 


Church. 


II. Regulations Governing the Proce- 
dure of Recognition. 


1. Any institution of whatever 
grade established by funds contributed 
from foreigners, if it carries on its 
work according to the regulations 
governing various grades of institutions 
as promulgated by the Ministry of 
Education, will be allowed to make 
application for recognition at the 


office of the proper educational 
authorities of the Government 
according to the regulations as 


promulgated by the Ministry of 
Education concerning the application 
for recognition on the part of all 
educational institutions, 


2. Such an institution should 
prefix to its official name the term 
‘Sze lih“ (Privately established). 


3. The President or Principal of 
such an institution should be a 
Chinese. If such President or 
Principal has hitherto been a foreigner 
then it must have a Chinese Vice- 
President, who shall represent the 
institution in applying for recognition. 
4. If such institution has a Board 
of Managers more than half of the 
Board must be Chinese. 


5. The institution shall not have 


as its purpose the propagation of re- 
ligion. (FRR 


6. The curriculum of such an 
institution should conform to the 
standards set by the Ministry of 
Eeucation. It shall not include re- 
ligious courses among the required 
subjects. 


HOME BETTERNENT PROGRAM

The plan and hope is that all over 
China the organizations which have 
been working along the line of Home 
i‘etterment may unite in 1926 ona 
common program, all following the 
same general outline of dates and 
emphaves. It is left to different 
centers and churches and groups, who 
may want to follow this plan, to fil! in 
the details as best suits their own 
s tuation, as long as we keep the same 
general idea together. Some cities 


may not be able to carry out the 
whole program. 


In order that there may not be 


annecessary duplication, certain or- 


ganizations have been asked to prepare 
special material along certain lines 
and to make it available for use by 
any group or church or city that 
wants to follow the program as 
saggested.

PROBLEMS. 


Report of Tsinan Section of 
Shantung Group by John D. 
MacRae . 


May I report on behalf of a small 
group which we have formed in 


Tsinah, assodinted with the University, 
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and the and Churches 
working, in f. that section of the city, 
that we have met on two occasions 
and given consideration to the five 
recommendations in the report of the 
Committee on Country Church and 
Rural Problems. I wish to present 
briefly the results of our discussion. 


heartily approve of the 
Belding pf a feast of Thanksgiving 
N. out the church as a whole, 
and suggest that the best time for its 
tvance is the 15th of the 8th 
oon, thé time of the mid-autamn 
festival. There is no objection, so far 
e dee, to our appropriation of this 


date for a om ristian Day of Thanksgiv- 
ing. 


. Salaries of Country Workers. 


Churches and Missions should take 
steps to overcome the great disparity 
Which exists between salaries paid, in 
many cases, to ministers and evange- 
Ajsts in city work and those employed 
in country churches. 


3. Responsibilities of Mission and 
Chinese Church.~ 


While it is desirable that responsi- 
bility should be placed upon the lay 
membership of the church, Missions 
should not be too ready to disown the 
responsibility for the great rural work 
of the church. The help and counsel 
of missionaries in cooperation with the 
Chinese church leaders is still a 
necessity, always provided, of course, 
that real initiative and leadership are 

the hands of the Chinese workers. 
1 nancial res nsibility and the re- 
sponsibility = receiving Christians 
into church membership must be 
ced upon the lay leaders, elders, 
eacons etc. and the performance of 
the sacraments of the church be the 
function of the Chinese pastor 
wherever possible, rather than of his 
missionary associate. 


* Rural Problems, 


There is. great need for an un- 
derstanding. of the elementary 
principles of .agriculture and the 


gconomic questions of rural life onthe 


part of ministers and rural workers. 

Such, instruction coughs. to be given in 

theological and bible schools by men 


who have firsthand knowledge and 
experience of country conditions and 
who have at the same time received 
some special training in agriculture 
and economics. 


Further findings of the group will 
be reported later if sufficiently 
valuable. 


Report of Poshan Section of 
Shantung Group By Leaders 
in the English Baptist Mission 
Written by Rev. Chang 
Sze Chin. 


We had a meeting of the local 
leaders to consider the Five Recom- 
mendations of the Committees. We 
reached the same conclusion as the 
Teinan group except in the following: 


The difficulties of the Country 
Church. 


1. As to Church Finance. As the 
economic standard rises so rapidly and 
the income is not in proportion, 
consequently the contributions from 
the members are not adequate for 
expenses. 


2. Aa to Workers. On account of 
financial difficulties of the church the 
present force of workers is inadequate 
and there is no _ likelihood of 
increaSe as needed. 


3. As to Recruits. As the standard 
of living becomes higher and the 
remuneration for country workers 
remains small, reeruiting new workers 
becomes difficult and those already in 
the field are changing their occupa- 
tion. | 

lo meet these difficulties we re- 
commend that the Laymen’s Bible 
Institute be established somewhat 
after the following suggestions: 


1. To be open one month in winter 
and one in spring season. 


2. The students to be secured from 
families of good mora! and intellectual 
standing. 


3. After receiving training for 
three consecutive years, the workers 
to serve as elilers and deacons of the 
church.. maintaining their own 
occupation as farmers, etc. 


4. These students should receive 
instructions on rudiments of agricul- 
tural science.

The members who attend the con- 
ference will have the privilege of 
hearing special lectures, joining in 
discussions, making inspection tours 
and also having the opportunity for 
personal conferences.

MOVEMENTS OF THE 
SECRET ARIES. 


Dr. Henry T. Hodgkin during the 
past months has been in England, 
He arrived there about the middle of 
June, and has been spending his 
time addressing various gatherings 
serving on committees of the Confer- 
ence of British Missionary Societies 


and writing on the Situation in. 


China. 


He attended the annual 8 
of British Missionary Societies, Jung 
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17-20 at which time he made state- 
ments regarding the present situation 
in China, both in its larger aspects 
and its particular relation to the life 
of the Christian Church. 


He had an interview with tne 
Archbishop of Canterbury in regard 
to the situation and especially in 
regard to the Call to Prayer which 
was issued by the Archbishop shortly 
after. This interview brought bim 
into personal touch with the officials 
at the foreign office. He received in- 
vitations to address each of the thres 
parties of the House of Commons at 
party meetings. In each case the 
address was followed by questions. 


He attended the summer conferences 
of the British Student Movement, 
the Chinese Student Union and the 
Chinese Student Christian Union, and 
endeavored to explain the position of 
Christians in China. The Conference 
of the British Missionary Societies 
has called upon him for help in the 
preparation of material for submis- 
sion by the Conferences which will 
consider the revision of the treaties. 


A cablegram has been received 


from the Conference of British Mis- 


sionary Societies urging that he delay 
his return to China until the late 
spring, in view of the importance of 
the service which he is rendering 
the Missionary Societies in Great 
Britain and Ireland at the present 
time, This has been agreed to by 
the Executive of the N. C. C. 


Dr. O. Y. Cheng spent a large part 
of the month of November in a trip 
to Central China, visiting Nanking, 
Wuhu, Nanchang, Kiukiang, Hankow 
and Wuchang. He attended two 
annual conferences of the Northern 
Methodist Church and addressed 
meetings in each of the above cities 
on a number of different subjects. 
The China Church Yearbook has 
been completed, a special Bulletin for 
the Week of Evangelism prepared, 
and varicus other articles in Chinese 
and English have been written. 


Rev. K. T. Chung was obliged, owing 
to the political situation, to give up 
his trip to North China, and has-been 
in Shanghai during the past two 
1. the. A great deal of time has 
been given to the Anti-Opium work 
and plans for a more aggressive educa- 
tional campaign are developing well. 


He has been working also plans for 


the Home Committee which is add- 


ing to its duties the Three Anti 
Campaign’; namely Anti-gambling, 
Anti-prostitution and Anti-conclub- 
inage. This campaign is being 
financed by Mr. Yung Tao of Tientsin 
who has contributed two thousand 
dollars for the purpose, and promises 
an additional thousand dollars next 


. year and the year after. 


Miss Lily K. Haass and Mr. Meng 
Tien Pei have issued in English and 
in Chinese, a number of.the bulletin, 
CHRISTIAN INDUSTRY. They 
have also visited Hangchow and Foo- 
chow. At Hangchow,- they visited 
the industries of the city particularly 
studying the silk industry, both in 
the big filatures and the small scale 
industrial plants inthe homes. They 
met with the industrial committee, 
with a number of schools and other 
groups, including a meeting in the 
Government Technical! College. 

A trip was made to Foochow to 
study the hand industries. They 
met with the Industrial Committee, 
the North Fukien Christian Council 
Committee, and with a group 
of pastors and Christian workers, 
who are particularly interested in 
industrial work. An industrial 
survey of Foochow is being planned, 
also a special Sunday on which all 
the ministers would preach on the 
subject of industrial problems in 
China. In each church several people 
are to be appointed to have special 
responsibility for the education of 
the church members in regard to 
industrial problems. Miss Haass 
and Mr. Meng also made many calls 
on students in different schools and 
univerrities in Foochow. 

Industrial work in Foochow is of 
special interest because of the ex- 
cellent plan of cooperation between 
the Y M. C. A. and the Industrial 
Committee of the National Christian 
Council, Their special object in 
going to Fo.chow was to study the 
hand industry as a problem in China. 


Rev. E. C. Lobenstine, as resident 
secretary, has been in charge of the 
general correspondence in the office. 
This has included the sending out 
of material received from the differ- 
ent mis-ionary societies in China and 
abroad in regard to Christianity aud 
the Treaties. |
